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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Coiner et al. 

(US 6120132) in view of Kawamura et al. (US 6310639 Bl). 

Coiner et al. teaches the following: 

""regarding claim 1, a printer cartridge for an inkjet printer including (see Fig. 1): 

a printing fluid storage for storing one or more printing fluids (internal reservoir 104, col. 

5, lines 20-22); 

a printhead (printhead 106) in fluid communication with the printing fluid storage (col 5, 
lines 22-26); and 

a refill port (valve 24, Figure 3) in fluid communication with the printing fluid storage for 
refilling the printing fluid storage (col 4, lines 33-36) to replace printing fluid ejected by the 
printhead (col 5, lines 23-26) 

"regarding claim 2, a body in which the printing fluid storage is located (housing 102, col 
5, lines 21-22) and to which the printhead (printhead 106) and the refill port (port 114) are 
attached (Figure 6) 
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"regarding claim 3, the printing fluid storage includes separate printing fluid storage 
reservoirs for each of the one or more printing fluids (col 4, lines 10-12) 

"regarding claim 4, the refill port {port 114) includes one or more inlets (small opening 
118) corresponding to, and in communication with, each of the separate printing fluid storage 
reservoirs (col. 5, lines 47-56 with Figures 7 and 8 ) 
Coiner et al. does not expressly teach the following: 

"regarding claims 1 and 2, the printhead is a pagewidth printhead 
Kawamura et al. teaches the following: 

"regarding claims 1 and 2, the printhead is a pagewidth printhead (col 8, lines 13-16) 

At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the 
art to modify Coiner et al/s printhead to be a pagewidth printhead. The motivation for doing 
so, as taught by Kawamura et al, is to deposit ink on a medium without reciprocal scan of the 
printhead (col 8, lines 10-13). 

Response to Arguments 
Responsive to amendment filed on 1/30/2006. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The above rejection, Coiner et al. in view of Kawamura 
et al., discloses a refill port in fluid communication with the printing fluid storage.
